The Retirement of 
Blossom Athey 

(Adapted from the Legal Times, 1/11/99) 

O ne of the people behind Covington 
Sc Burlings long commitment to 
pro bono work, legal aid specialist 
Blossom Athey, has retired after 50 years with 
the firm. Athey, who helped launch the 
Neighborhood Legal Services Program in 
1965, is a Covington legend. A history of the 
firm describes her as “a community institu¬ 
tion” who was “better informed as to how to 
maneuver through the maze of the court 
houses than the firms pro bono lawyers.” 

In honor of her retirement, Covington 
donated $40,000 to the Legal Aid Society 
and $10,000 to the Southwest Renaissance 
Development Corp. located at Westminster 
Presbyterian Church. Athey started at Cov¬ 
ington in 1949 as a secretary but moved into 
legal aid support in I960, around the same 
time the firm became serious about doing

pro bono work. Her job, she says, “was born 
when we were presenting the poor directly.” 
And, she points out, “anti-poverty law is 98 
percent social work... There is a lot of work a 
non-lawyer can do.” 

Over the years, Blossom has assisted Cov¬ 
ingtons army of pro bono lawyers and steered 
their clients to the appropriate public and 
private agencies, becoming an expert on 
where to go for help. She wrote a widely used 
guide to these agencies, which is available in 
the D.C. public libraries. 

In 1966, recognizing her contribution to 
the Neighborhood Legal Services Program, 
the federal governments Office of Economic 
Opportunity asked her to go to Arizona and 
help set up a legal services program for the 
Navajo Indians. She did it and Athey says the 
assignment was one of the highlights of her 
career. She has been back to visit the reserva¬ 
tion almost every year since. 

Athey also cites her work at Covington

on a public housing class action as deeply 
rewarding. By then in her seventies, she went 
out knocking on doors in D.C. housing pro¬ 
jects to interview tenants and help put 
together the class.

was on Fourth Street, NW in Le Droit 
Park. Paul Dunbar died in 1906 and has 
left a legacy of poetry that is cherished 
and loved by readers of all generations 
and races. It’s time to reread his work and 
get acquainted with him as a man and a 
writer. 

One of his best known poems 
includes lines that express his inner most 
thoughts and tell us a great deal about his 
feelings and frustrations: 


P aul Lawrence Dunbar is recognized 
in American literature as the first 
African-American professional literary 
man. He is remeriibered primarily as an 
outstanding poet; however, he is also the 
author of novels, librettos, songs and 
essays. Identified as a forerunner of the 
Harlem Renaissance, he is noted for offer¬ 
ing a unique interpretation of the black 
experience in America. He did this in two 
ways: through poems written in standard 
English influenced by romantic nine¬ 
teenth century poets, but also by the use 
f Of equally sophisticated dialect writings 
that placed the black speaker at the center 
of experience. This was a unique arid sig¬ 
nificant contribution to American litera¬ 
ture. . . 

Why write about Dunbar at this time? 
Because he is subject of a new drama now 
at Arena Stage. The play is “Oak and Ivy”; 
this is also the title of Dunbar’s first vol¬ 
ume of poetry, published in 1893. Dun¬ 
bar was born in 1872 and was married to 
another prominent writer, Alice Ruth 
Moore. The play concerns the conflicts 
and inner turmoil of this marriage. 

It is of special interest to Washingto¬ 
nians that as newlyweds their first home
